Two years ago Elcona was faced with the problem of finding a junior herd sire good 
enough to cross on the daughters of Edellyn Royal Leader 22d, Acquisiticn of a good bull 
does not solve the sire problem indefinitely. It only acceniuaies the importance of maintaining, 
in future generations, the high quality already established. Mention is made in the Announce- 
ment of the circumstances under which we bought two sons of Cruggleton Bounce, Those notes 


will apply to both, since their breeding is very similar. 


The remarkable achievements of four calves by Cruggleton Bounce at the 1948 International 
focused our attention on his sons in the Carter herd. This quartet together won the coveted 
Get-of-Sire award and individuaily, cr in pairs, added the Reserve Grand Championship, first 
prizes in the Summer Yearling Bull, Summer Yearling Heifer, Pair of Yearlings, and Best Bull 
and Female classes, paired with another Carter entry to win top place in the two bull group, 
and was represented in the trio that stood second in the Three Bull class. These sensational 
winnings had been preceded by similar success at the 1948 Illinois State Fair, where Sunset 
Bounce was Grand Champion and paired with his half sister by the same sire, Sunset Lady 
Rosewood 6th, won the Pair of Yearlings and Best Male and Female Classes. 


With such an unprecedented performance in mind, we went to Eldcrado to see if there 
were more sons and daughters of Cruggleton Bounce in a class with these four. We found 
many calves of like quality and promise. This discovery lead us to check back into his 
ancestry where we found ample reason for his ability to sire uniformly high quality calves. 
In our search for a prospect to fill cur own needs, we also studied the individuality and 
pedigrees of the dams. 


Cruggleton Bounce himself was second Reserve Champion at Perth in 1946, defeating 390 
other bulls for that honor. His sire, Cruggleton Aircraft, won the same position in the 1944 
Perth show and sold for $12,750. He is also the sire of Cruggleton Braemar, in service at 
Cruggleton. Cruggleton Perfect sired the 1949 Supreme Champion at Perth, which sold for 
about $30,000. Other high placed winners were out of his daughters and one was by a son.

The top was $3,000 on the 
heifer bought by E. Arthur Ball. Princess Roycl 70th, a daughter of Rigfoot Sensation, twice 
Canadian National Grand Champion bull, was Junior and Reserve Grand Champion at the 
1940 Canadian National, At the International the same year she stood fourth in a strong 
class of thirty-seven, that was won by Divide Patience 51st, later made Grand Champion.

Her dam was bought by Elcona in the John Greig Dispersal Sale for $600, which proved to 
be a bargain, as she has developed into an excellent brood cow. Her paternal grandsire, N U 
Gold Nugget, is mentioned in the footnote for Let 52, Elcona Maud. He was Grand Champion 
at Denver in 1942. His sons were grand champions ond top selling bulls at four Nebraska 
State Breeders’ Sales. At the 1945 International Congress Show and Sale, one son stood 
next in class to the Grand Champion Bull and a daughter won her class. Elcona Goldendrop 
was bred to Sunset Bounce 23d on May 3d. She stands second from the left in the group 
picture on the opposite page.

Elcona Rosalie Brae—This heifer’s breeding provides a double infusion of Mercury blood. 
Edellyn Roman Mercury was Grand Champion at the 1943 International Congress Show and 
Sale and was bought jointly by Harry Greene and Cyril Mumford for $3,650. His dam, 
Collynie Broadhooks 12th, was the foundation of Edellyn’s famous Broadhooks tribe and she 
is by the same bull as the dam of Campeon and Peerless Mercury, tops of the 1942 and 1943 
Edellyn sales. Edellyn Roman Mercury’s first eight calves, sold at auction in Canada, averaged 
$1,472. Harry Greene had one of the best herds of Shorthorn females in Canada, as witness 
the fact that the average in his dispersicn of 36 cattle was $860. The grandsire of Rosalie 
Brae 8th, Rigfoot Sensation, was twice Canadian National Grand Chamvion and her granddam 
was by Brae Lodge Fooiprint. This part of the pedigree is T, A. Russell breeding. There have 
been few if any more illustrious names in Canadian Shorthorn history. Elcona Rosalie Brae is 
bred to Sunset Bounce 23d. She is third from the left in the picture shown above.
